RESOLUTION NO. 2017-16

Resolution summarizing the Boone County regulations pertaining to the use and sale of
fireworks in the unincorporated areas of Boone County.

WHEREAS, Boone County has ordinances that apply to the use of property within
the unincorporated areas of Boone County, and

WHEREAS, the State of Iowa Legislature has recently passed SF489 (enrolled) that
pertains to the sale and use of fireworks within the State of Iowa, and

WHEREAS, the Boone County Board of Supervisors desires that the regulations
applicable for the sale and use of fireworks within Boone County be readily accessible and
widely known by the public and those wishing to do business within Boone County so as to
obtain compliance with said regulations as easily as possible,

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE BOARD OF SUPERVISORS OF BOONE
COUNTY, IOWA AS FOLLOWS:

SECTION ONE: That this Resolution shall be in full force and effect from and
after its passage and approval and recorded with the County Recorder in the manner
provided by law.

SECTION TWO: That the Boone County Zoning Ordinance considers the sale of
items (such as fireworks) as a retail use which is generally allowed in the C-1, I-1 and I-2
district, depending on the specifics and nature of items to be sold. And

SECTION THREE: The Zoning Ordinance requires commercial uses to meet other
ancillary regulations, such as permitting, parking requirements, flood plan and County Drain
Tile regulations, driveway access and waste water disposal regulations prior to establishing
this business use, and

SECTION FOUR: The Zoning Ordinance does not prohibit the use of tent structures
as long as all other regulations are met.
